Springfield, 111., Deo. 2 — All tho 
offi- 


cial r<*oordi have been brokan In the set- 
tlement of a claim for damages by the live 
stock commission, which paid a farmer S95 
cents for a dead horse and II.76 for the 
burial of tho carcass.

A Woman Mlwlonwry *•»» now tk» "•" 
tin* Collect It. 


la the mouths of March and April 
urtng the rainy stiiton one sees busy 
ife ,ln tho native towns of the French 
Jongo. The men ore preparing to go 
o the bUBh to cut rubber. Every wom- 
1,1 and child wenis to have tome thing to 
lo, and e\en the men do not lounge 
about as usual, but are- sharpening their

Tho women are 
Jigging cassava, and some of them arc 
washing it and preparing chiguanga.

The simplest form of candy is the old- 


time pulled molasses stick. This Is not 
often made to-day because a much bet- 
ter pulled candy which passes popular- 
ly under the same name may be made of 
light brown sugar. One reason for 
this is the difficulty found to-day in ob- 
taining the sweet, sound molasses of 
years ago. To make a pulled candy of 
sugar, put six cups of coffee "A" sugar 
over the fire with three cups of water. 
Boll it to the "crack" or until n few 
drops of the sirup, thrown in cold wa- 
ter, forms a brittle mass. A good way 
»o test it is with the teeth. 
If the 


cooled candy clings to Uie teeth when 
bitten, the sirup has not boiled enough. 
When the proper stage of boiling is 
readied, add the grated peel of two lem- 
ons and half a cup of butter. Do not 
stir the candy, but let It boil again to 
the crack. If you wish plain taffy the 
candy is now done. Pour it out on 
greased plates to the depth of about n 
quarter of on inch. Sprinkle some of 
the plates thickly with chopped wnl- 
nut, pecan or butternut kwnels to 
r.,akc nut taffy. Crense the taffy after 
It bast cooled a little. HO it can be broken, 
into candle* of uniform size. Tteserv» 
it portion of this candy to pull, full 
this candy until it is nearly white, nncl 
about the thickness of your finger.

As he crossed the stllo and moved 
away from the fence she heard him say: 


"J don't know if this is for tho best." 
Wilson started out Into tho road and 


had walked probably fifteen feet away 
from the fence when he suddenly drew a 
revolver from his pocket and flred a bullet 
into bis right temple. 


George Ward, a pupil, wns but u short 


distance nway. He saw Mr. Wilson come 
out Into tho road and beard the shot and 
saw Wilson fall, but did not ioa him flro 
the shot. He went to where Wilson was 
lying on the ground, and wns soon joined 
by John Burger, who bad also seen Wilson 
fall but had not heard tho shot.
